THE TAX LAWS 



Chief Justice Carroii's Proposed 
Amendment— An Increase In 
Revenue and No Increase In 
Taxes 

Chief Ju.<5tice John D. Carroll's plan 
of taxation is to exempt lands and 
town lots tnm all state tazea. Oeon- 
ties will not be required to a.ssume 
any obllfintion now taken care of hy 
the .stale. The state will Imve as 
much or more money as it now has 
and will nae it for tlie aaoM vwyoee 
that It Is now used. 

$3,500,00 will be tnken off of real 
estate and $4.:)'X».0(XJ will be rolicc H'll 
anuiuilly by the state in the place oi 
It frmn other aonrcea, aa foQows: 

1. Franchise tax-paying corpora- 
tions, banks and trust companies, will 
pay all tuxes except for graded schocU 
and municipalities to the state, but 
the total taxes paid on tills property 
shall be not more thnn is now pnid. 
The additional revenne from ch's 
source will be not less than $2,000,000. 

2. All intangible personal property 
will be assessed. Not less than 9^,000,- 
OuO additional wUl be collected ttmn 
this source. 

3. The state will save more than 
$000,000 which is now paid for assos.s- 
ing and collecting taxes <ni real estate. 

4. An adequate system for collect- 
ing inheritance taxes win enable the 
srnie to collect not less than HOO^OOO 
additional. 

fi. By a revision of the^ license tax 
laws, more than $300,000 additional 
con l>e collected. 

0. li^llniinntion of useless expense.s 
for salaries and other purposes will 
save the state not less than $oOO,DbOL
